1. ‘The Bureau of Aavonmities is preparing a proposal to ARPA through 
CWO for an all Navy Discoverer Photographic Satellite. There is no 
funding at present other then for in house preparations of the proposal. 
This is a combined effort by the Naval Air Development Center, the Neval 
Photographic Interpretation Center, and the Naval Hydrographic Office by 
direction of Captain E. L. ee Director of the sii hia as Division, 
Bareau of Aarcusutics. 


2. The proposal is expected to be  dompieted some time in October 1959. 
They pian to start development within eight or nine months. They pay- 
load will not exceed 150 lbs and will consist of one camera. The cazra 
will have a 5-inch formt with ee focal length. It will be 
recoverable. _ 


3. The specific camera has not be selected although a Fairchild Camera 
and Instrument Company proposal is being given serious consideration. 
It is understood the first satellite will not have mapping capabilities. 
Later ones may have this capability. It is understood, although not 
certain, that this study was instigated by ARPA. It is also understood 
a a invited to submit a proposal. 


4h, A working meeting on this program will be held at PIC 0930 on 15 
September 1959. Mr. Wesley I. Grieve of the Washington ARDC Begicnal 
Office plans to attend. 


5. It is noted thet the Navy has been fully cooperative in making 
known to the Air Porce RAD plans and programs in the Photographic area. 
It is evident that the Navy may soon have its own satellite progran. 
Air Force cooperation in the exchange of information in this area 
(Reconnaissance Satellites) would be appreciated and vould undoubtedly — 
save tim aa ee for the Military.
